The cry for Senate reform is in the air again on 
parliament hill. Every so often the demand is heard 
here and there throughout the country that some action 
be taken to reform Canada's senior legislative house. 
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The senate or upper house of 
the parliament of Canada differs 
from the House of Commons in 
both constitution and rules. The 
senators are appointed by the 
government in power for life. 
Members of the house of com- 
mons are elected directly by the 
people for a term of five years. 

The house of commons is con- 
stituted on the principle of rep- 
resentation by population and the 
Senate according to territorial di- 
visions. 

The Senate has 103 members 
representing each of five terri- 
torial divisions, the western 
provinces, Ontario, Quebec, the 
Maritimes and Newfoundland. 

The assent of the Senate is 

necessary before any bill passed 

by the house of commons can be- 
come few. The Senate may in- 
troduce any legislation except 
where such legislation calls for 
the expenditure of money. 
'Like the Weather* 

Like the weather, the Senate 
has been the subject of discus- 
sion for many years, but no gov- 
ernment ever has done anything 
about it. 

As far back as 1836 resolutions 
have been introduced in the 
house calling for reforms, and the 
leader of the opposition introduc- 
ed one last week which was de- 
feated by a large majority. 

Many who voted against the 
resolution may have favored 
some form of change in the 
make-up of the Senate but dis- 
agreed with the method adopted 
by the leader of the opposition. 
I am satisfied the vote with a 
very large majority ngainst the 
opposition leader's resolution 
does not mean there is not a 
very considerable sentiment in 
the commons in favor of Senate 
reform. 

The government took the stand 
that in view of the forthcoming 
Dominion-provincial conference 
to discuss ways and means of 
coming to an agreement on the 
amending of our constitution, 
this y/as not the time to consider 
Senate reform. 

In defeating the Drew motion 
the government recognized that 
the question of Senate reform is 
certainly one which is being 
given thought by serious minded 



Canadians but contended that 
the time to consider the question 
is after consultation with the 
provinces on the methods to 
adopt in amending our constitu- 
tion. 

The whole question was given 
a new lease of interest by a 
counter resolution introduced in 
the Senate by Calgary Senator 
Ross calling for reform of the 
House of Commons. The resolu- 
tion urges that the subject of 
Commons reform be referred to 
a special committee of both Hous- 
es. 

To me the controversy and dis- 
cussion is all to the good. It will 
inspire a serious study of our 

whole system of government and 
administration and much good in 
the interests of the people could 

be the result. 

Questions 

There is practically no limita- 
tion on the questions a member 
may ask relative to the affairs 
of government in any department. 

Questions asked by members 
often take a staff of experts 
many days and sometimes weeks 
in the gathering of data and com- 
piling of answers. 

An opposition member recent- 
ly asked the number of Canadi- 
ans who were held as prisoners 
of war during World War II and 
the number of days each had been 
held. A partial answer was giv- 
en without very much trouble 
that the total number of prison- 
ers was 9,552 and it was pointed 
out the number of days could 
not be given, without an exam- 
ination of each file. The ques- 
tioning member however insist- 
ed on receiving an answer so 
after several weeks' work an an- 
swer was given showing the num- 
ber of days served. The answer- 
ing of the question cost the tax- 
payers a considerable sum, but 
the ease illustrates that public 
business is exactly what the 
words imply and every detail of 
business is open for scrutiny by 
the members of the house.

YORK COUNTY 

In Review 1615 - 1949 

*■ 

This is another of a series of articles on the history of 
Yprk County, edited by Hugh Griggs, MImico, from in- 
formation compiled during the past four years by W, G. 
Goddard, staff member of Weston Collegiate Institute and 
Vocational School. York County celebrates its centenary this 
year. 

In the year 1802, the area of the home district 
was decreased by the formation of the distinct of 
Newcastle; the home district consisted of the counties 
of York and Simcoe as they were then constituted. 
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The combined population of 
the town of York and the town- 
ships of York and Ktobicoke was 
659. At that time, only 1,109 
acres of land were under culti- 
vation in these townships. 

A public subscription was tak- 
en up this year in the town of 
York to pay for the extension of 
Yonge St. from Egllnton Ave. to 
the town of York. 

An excerpt from the brief his- 
torical sketch of Queen's York 
Rangers tells us that in May, 
1802, the war office considered 
the situation to be no longer dan- 
gerous and ordered the disband- 
ment of the Queen's Rangers. 
The order was put into effect 
on October 25, 1802. The Rang- 
ers' service to Upper Canada had 
been praiseworthy and enduring. 
Some of the personnel returned 
to England, but many settled In 
and about York and Niagara. 
Records show us that in 1803 

the population of the town of 
York was 450 nnd the tax collec- 
tion amounted to 62 pounds. 

The Second Assessment Act 
was passed, making the basis of 
taxation more uniform and plac- 
ing more responsibility in (ho 
hands of the courts of quarter 
sessions. 
'53 8wlne* 

In tho township of York thcro 
were 1,109 acres of cultivated 
land; 60 oxen, 113 milch cows, 45 
unhorned cattle, 53 swine, one 
grist mill, two saw mills and 
two taverns, 

Lt.-Gov. Hunter Issued a proc- 
lamation that a public open 
market should bo held every 
Saturday at York. Tho first 
market was held on November 5 
on the south aide of King St, at 
Church St. Six acres of land 
hounded by King, Church, Front 
and Jarvis Sts, were set asido 
for the York market. 

Christian Rcesor. mentioned 

earlier, made the journey from 
Franklin county, Pennsylvania 
with his sons, John, Abraham, 
Christian nnd Peter, to their 
holdings In Markham county, Up. 
per Canada, In the year 1604, 
This same year, Abraham 
1 Stouffer and his followers settled 



on the site of Stouffville. 

The year 1804 is also outstand- 
ing in that the provincial legis- 
lature of Upper Canada voted 
1,000 pounds for tho purpose of 
laying new roads nnd bridges. 
This is the first time the prov- 
ince voted money for such a 
purpose. A board of commission- 
ers was appointed by and respon- 
sible to the governor-ln-council 
to expend this money. 

The following year, the agree- 
ment with the Mississauga Indi- 
ans for the 'Toronto purchase" 
was confirmed.

About the same time, the grant 
for hulldlng roads and bridges 
was increased to 1,000 pounds. 

The next year, the Blue 
School was opened at Church and 
Adelaide Stfl. on June 1, .- 

The district public school act 
was passed by the legislative 
assembly of Upper Canada, In 
which the provincial parliament 
enunciated for the first time tho 
principle that education for the 
youth of the province was the 
responsibility of the government. 

Previous to this and for a long 
time after, education remained 
for the most part in the hands of 
private persons and private Insti- 
tutions, Tliii! act provided fur 
one public or grammar school for 
each of the eight districts. 

Tho year 1808 marked further 
progress which, in January, tho 
first regular mull service from 
Lower Canada was Inaugurated.

There is strong competition for 
these awards and they may be 
justly described as climaxes for 
many editors* efforts to continu- 
ally better their newspapers. 

Windsor is an ideal city for 
sight-seeing. The great Canadi- 
an Ford plant is there and we 
have been invited to go through 
it. We have also been warned 
to bring identification papers, 
birth certificates and the like, so 

that we can cross the border for 

trips through some of Detroit's 
factories and industrial shrines. 

Convention headquarters are at 

the Prince Edward hotel where 
we will be staying. 

The most enjoyable aspect of 
these conventions 13 the oppor- 
tunity they afford for editors 
to compare notes. These are 
paradoxical times for the week- 
ly newspaper business, just as 
they are for most businesses. 
We are doing more business 
than before, but the cost of do- 
ing business continues to climb. 
Anything we can learn from our 
fellow editors which will per- 
mit us to cut costs is valuable 
information indeed. 

We will be bringing back 
masses of information which, 'in 
forthcoming columns, we will 
pass on to you.

Like, we imagine, most of 
North America, we tuned in on 
the "Flood the Fund" radio pro- 
gram from Maple Leaf Gardens 
on Friday night. It was an im- 
pressive performance, the more 
so when one considers the diffi- 
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culties under which the show 
was produced. The master of 
ceremonies, Jack Carson, did 
not see his script until broad* 
cast time and several other per- 
formers appeared on stage with- 
out rehearsal. 

Members of the cast came 
from three countries, England, 

United States and Canada, most 
of them by plane and arriving, 
some of them, minutes before 
broadcast time. We doubt that 
such an array of talent could 
be gathered for money alone 
yet they cheerfully gave their 
time for the benefit of the Man- 
itoba flood victims.

A by-product of the show was 
the fresh realization that Can- 
ada has singers, actors and pro- 
ducers which rank with the best 
the United States has. We are 
so frequently the audience for 

American shows that we are in- 
clined to discount our Canadian 
performers. Friday night it was 
the other way around with hun- 
dreds of American radio stations 
asking to broadcast the show.

A VERY DIFFICULT DECISION 




Question of principle 

The York county auditor estimates that should 
Toronto absorb the suburban municipalities, the taxes 
required for the administration of what is left of the 
county will be double those now paid. This, it is em- 
phasized, is a minimum estimate, and allows for only 
those expenditures required by law. If the county 
should undertake a special project, such as reforesta- 
tion, taxes would be further increased. 

This raises a question of principle: why should 
Toronto be permitted to directly cause higher taxes 
upon municipalities 30 or 40 miles away? 

The north end of the county, where the bulk of 
the increased taxes would be paid, has had nothing to 

do with the circumstances which have led the city 
to make its decision to amalgamate. Had these mun- 
icipalities a voice in the city's administration, there 
might be reason for the taxes. They have not. There 
is no justifiable excuse for penalizing the rest of the 
county for Toronto's situation. 

But if a responsibility for the city's plight is 
recognized outside the city by the imposition of higher 
taxes, why limit it to the rest of York county? Why 
not the whole of the province? If the province acknow- 
ledges the city's claim to the suburbs, as at least the 
premier does, let the province also acknowledge the 
injustice of penalizing the rest of York county by the 
city's expansion. 

For that matter, why should the suburbs be brought 
within the city's high tax orbit without an opportunity 
to at least vote on it? Can suburban municipal 
administrations be said to act for the people, either for 
or against, on such an important issue? The city offers 
improved municipal services in return for higher taxes. 
The residents should have an opportunity to decide 
whether they wish to pay the price. 

Must prepare for worst 

Toronto has voted to press again its claim to the 
suburbs before the municipal board 1 , York county 
council whose opposition to the city's plans led to the 
latte^s initial set-back before the board, will no doubt 
continue to oppose the city. It is conjectural whether 
the county will be successful again. 

Toronto's ills are financial. The city cannot fully 
support itself on its present assessment. Toronto 
believes that by increasing its assessment by taking in 
the suburbs, it will cure itself. It is apparently sup- 
ported in this opinion by the province. Unless there 
is a radical change in thinking among civic and pro- 
vincial authorities, amalgamation is inevitable. 

The members of council have as their common 
objective the defeat of the city's present plan of 
amalgamation, or at the least, a modification of it. 
If the city is successful, the problems of those munici- 
palities outside the amalgamation area will be different 
from those absorbed by the city. 

A proposal for a committee of municipalities out- 
side the amalgamation area, to study and prepare for 
the problems which could arise from the success of 
the city's endeavors, was subordinated to needs of 
immediate opposition to the city. Then- are, however, 
adequate grounds for such a committee within tho 
framework of the county council so that those munici- 
palities outside the city's scope will Imj able to maintain 
a county administration should the worse oeeur. 

The most immediate consideration, should T< -onlo's 
plans be approved, would he the adjustment from a 
rural-urban administration to a completely rural admin- 
istration. Other concerns requiring Immediate attention 
would be the disposal of « o unly assets no (ongev 
required, the re-adjustment of expenditures shared by 
the city and county. And before any amalgamation 
scheme is officially accepted, such a committee 
would have the urgent responsibility of selling forth 
just how the county would ho affected, and pressing 
for the alleviation as much as possible of the Inevitable 
penalties which would lollow. 

The county should maintain a united front in lis 
apposition to the city's current amalgamation plan and 
in its proposal of alternative plans such as thu forma- 
tion of a county metropolitan scheme. There Is need, 
however, for tho study of and preparation for tho 
future of the county should the city ho successful.

Ontario highways are frequently pleasant avenues 
of travel Iwcauso of the rows of trees on oltlior sido. 
Tho highways are most pleasant in May when tho first 
buds are on the trees or in tho fall when tho leaves are 
rnlnl>ow-huod. Hut such beauty is discouraged when 
one drives past remains of old election posters, auction 
sale bills, dances and overy kind of irrelevant informa- 
tion, faded and tattered and ugly, pasted in ondless rows 
to every tree and telephone polo in sight. 

•lust as discouraging are unsightly ndvortlsomonte 
for refreshment stands, tourist homos and tho like, In 



garish display which mars the beauty of the roads. 
Surely there must be some means of regulating this 
ugliness by limiting the size and number of signs and 
prohibiting altogether the nailing of advertisements to 
trees and poles. 

The Ontario government, with uniform road mark- 
ers, has shown what can be done. If the government 
would enforce the example, our roads would be better 
invitations to the tourist industry.

Davis Dr. bridge a hazard 

The heavy summer traffic has begun again but 
still nothing has been done to reduce the hazard of the 
bridge on Davis Dr. just east of the railway crossing. 

The bridge is extremely narrow with the inner para- 
pets erected in what is normally the line of traffic. 
There is no warning of this except a reflector on the 
west end which, when we passed it Saturday, was so 
coated with mud and dust that it couldn't reflect. 
There is no reflector at the east end of the bridge. 

With the improvements to Davis Dr. west of 
Main St and out to Yonge St., the volume of traffic 
over the bridge will increase. Much of that traffic will 
be at night. It's virtually impossible to approach the 
bridge with confidence in face of the blindng lights of 
oncoming traffic. Strangers to the road risk smashing 
head-on into it. 

We do not recall any serious accidents at the 
bridge because of its narrowness or because of its lack 
of warning signs, but this should not be permitted to 
excuse the lack of any improvement to it. The conditions 
* for a serious accident are there and the bridge will 
remain a hazard until they are removed or until proper 

warnings are posted.

Our feed prices are near, or 
nt. an all-time high at the pres- 
ent time. Dairy ration. $75 to 
$80 per ton; hog ration, $70 to 
$75 per ton: hay. $30 per ton; 
straw, $20 per ton. We have to 
take a reduction in the price of 
butter. Now there is pressure 
being put on the government 
to lift tho embargo on U.S.A. 
pork products. 

We would have to competo 
with soft corn fed hogs from 
the States. This winter, tho 
Ontario hog feeder has had to 
feed hogs at n high cost and to 
have the prospect of a lower 
price is not pleasing. But the 
lower income for the dairy 
fnrmcr and the hog producer 
may In* the little bit of pres- 
sure the farmer needs to bring 
him up fighting.

McHale showed me at Basil's re- 
quest — one taken of his garden 
last year when the tulips were 
in flower. A color photograph 
taken by that marvellous color 
photo artist, Mr. Colclough, teach. 
er at St. Andrew's College, Basil's 
neighbor, who has color photo- 
graphy for his particular hobby. 

If you recall the few delightful 
pictures he had at the art exhibit 
in the town hall last winter, you 
will know what a beautiful pic- 
ture he made of this little gem 
of a garden. Color photography

Then, last Saturday, we were 
again privileged to wander at 
will through Newmarket's most 

beautiful of all our lovely gar- 
dens and again see the myriads 
of tulips of every shade and 
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color, gently swaying in the 
breeze at the garden of Mr. and 
Mrs. Kidd on Gorham St. As 
one flower lover said, the tulips 
were dancing! And indeed it 
looked like a dainty fairy dance, 
as they moved this way and that 
way all in unison. It was a 
pretty sight! 

From early afternoon till twi- 
light Newmarket flower lovers 
came and went. Those who had 
never visited the gardens before 
could scarcely believe their eyes 
at the hundreds upon hundreds 
of tulips all in full bloom curv- 
ing round that wonderful sweep 
from the edge of the woods be- 
yond, following the course of the 
stream nearly to Gorham St. en- 
trance. 

Besides the tulips were hun- 
dreds of other early spring flow- 
ers, flowering shrubs and lovely 
trees. Rockery flowers and per- 
ennials giving promise of future 
bloom.

Then suddenly you come out 
into another section 'and on a 
whole row of flowering pansies; 
while above are bunches of leop- 
ard bane (an awful name for 
such a lovely flower), that daisy- 
like yellow blossom that flowers 
one of the earliest of our peren- 
nials — and little bunches of pol- 
anarius with their pink and 
mauve flowers. Oh, by the way, 
I hear that in England they call 
it "Jerusalem cowslip" — that 
really sounds much nicer than 
polanarius. 

Away over at the side near the 
woods is a whole square of lily- 
of-the-valley, all coming into 
bloom and in another section 
scores of peonies which will blos- 
som soon. 

j One thing that took my atten- 
tion was some tulips with three 
and four on one stem, so of 
course, I had to ask was it a 
new variety or was it a freak? 
Mrs. Kidd laughingly said it was 
a freak and they could not ac- 
count for it at all. But they 
were certainly interesting. I see 
my pen is running away with me 
— I had better end up right here 
—but I haven't told half!

Woman's World

The news that the flood waters of the Red and 
Assiniboine Rivers are receding daily has been wel- 
comed everywhere. At last there has been an ending to 
that steady onslaught of destruction and havoc. No 
longer does each hour bring increasing dangers and over- 
whelming problems. The first steps in the enormous 

task of rehabilitation can be taken. What a job that 
will be. 



That these Canadian families 
are willing to attempt this job 
deserves our warmest support. 
It has been the courage and 
steadfast co-operation of the 
Manitoba people in their fight 
against the relentless waters 
which has been the bright spot 
in an otherwise black situation. 
Think what the damage would 
have been if they had thrown up 
their hands in despair and said, 
•'We can't do anything". But, 
instead of that, we know of the 
mobilization of volunteer work- 
ers, the men and women, high 
school boys and girls who worked 

. endless hours on the sand bag re. 
enforcements; those who staffed 
food kitchens; those who helped 
to evacuate the children and the 
old people. Their stories are 
familiar to all of us. We in our 
safety on the sidelines share a 
warm glow of pride that the dig- 
nity of the human being has 
withstood such an ordeal and has 
triumphed. 

In Newmarket, as elsewhere in 
Canada, this pride in our fellow 
countrymen has not token the 
form of a pat on the back and 
a casual "Well done, old boy". 
No. From Newmarket is em- 
erging concrete evidence of the 
people's feeling.

He was to bo 
given a short trial period. Dur- 
ing the three months trial, 
Jerry's interest in piano lessons 
increased; however, the possibili- 
ties of his ever playing the piano 
were remote. 

His teacher was persuaded to 
continue lessons because Jerry 
was so eager and was proving 
an apt pupil as far as reading 
music was concerned. He was 
interested in writing music, too, 
and showed unusual ability 

along this line for one of his 
years. 

When Jerry realized that he 
would have to keep his elbows 
down and learn to control his 
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finger action before he could 
ever play the pieces he wanted 
to play, the physiotherapy exer- 
cises his mother had been help- 
ing him with for years took on 
a new meaning. Jerry asked his 
mother to help him while ho 
practised his music lessons. 
Every time she noticed his el- 
bows rising, she was to remind 
him. Kvcrytime she noticed any 
of his fingers stiffening away 
from the keyboard, she was to 
call his attention to that. Daily 
practice and attention to diffi- 
culties has so improved Jerry's 
control that Jerry has gained the 
status of a regular music pupil 
and his piano-playing compares 
[favorably with others in his age 
group. 

I Jerry still must concentrate on 
controlling his spastic inclina- 
tions and that may always be 
necessary — however, through 
! practice it is becoming easier for 
him and in the meantime he is 

making progress along lines of 

interest which Will help im- 
measurably toward a happy, ad- 
justed life for him.
